Tax rate limitations In many of the 
counties prevent any am h proportion­ 
ate raises as have been given in Los 
Angeles, and many of the counties of 
tho state, even if the governor sign* 
tho bills that were passed with a 
view to enabling school boards to pay 
better salaries, are going to be placed 
at a disadvantage in m aintaining fac­ 
ulty standards in that they will be 
unable to pay salaries equal to some 
of their neighbors who are more for­ 
tunately situated. 
If the governor signs the bills, sal­ 
aries of teachers in Orange county 
can be raised only an average of $7 
per teacher per month, and in many 
of the districts the average will not 
be $5 a month. 
IjOtally, there has not been so much 
agitation concerning salaries of teach­ 
ers as there has been in many South­ 
ern California communities. Teachers 
here generally recognize that it is the 
desire of the school authorities to pay 
the best salaries that school funds 
will allow.
